Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Statistical  Review  for  the  year  1969  which 
replaces  the  former  Annual  Report.  I was  glad  to  note  that  this  new  form  of  presentation 
was  well  received  when  1 first  introduced  it  last  year,  and  I am  now  looking  forward  to 
publishing  next  year  a full  and  comprehensive  report  on  the  health  of  the  population 
of  Harlow  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  five  years  1966-1970. 

As  regards  the  vital  statistics  for  1969,  I should  like  to  underline  the  following 
facts:  The  decline  in  the  birth  rate  which  continued  year  after  year  from  1966,  when 
separate  records  for  Harlow  U.D.C.  began  to  be  compiled,  has  stopped,  at  least  temp- 
orarily. The  corrected  rate  remains  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Despite  the 
easy  availability  of  contraceptive  advice  and  material  and  the  operation  of  the  Abortion 
Act,  illegitimacy  increased  further  to  5.8%  of  all  live  births.  However,  this  rate  still 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  country  as  a whole  which  stood  at  8.4%. 

Amongst  the  babies  born  in  1969  there  were  fewer  congenital  malformations, 
although  more  died  as  a result  of  them  than  in  1968. 

The  general  mortality  rate  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  the  corrected  rate 
was  again  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  On  the  other  hand,  however, 
the  infant  and  perinatal  mortality  rates  were  all  well  below  the  national  ones. 

As  far  as  the  personal  health  services  are  concerned,  i.e.  those  administered  by  the 
Essex  County  Council,  it  is  worth  mentioning  that  the  early  discharge  scheme  from  the 
General  Practitioners  Maternity  Unit  at  Princess  Alexandra  Hospital  in  which  domiciliary 
midwives  fully  participate,  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily.  Some  minor  difficulties 
caused  by  personality  clashes  were  soon  overcome. 

The  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwives  almost  doubled  in  comparison  with  the 
previous  year  and  most  of  it  was  centred  on  the  G.P.  Unit;  only  12.2%  of  all  births  were 
domiciliary.  Early  discharges  from  the  Consultant  Maternity  Unit  increased  to  324  cases. 

Towards  the  middle  of  the  year  an  Audiology  Clinic  was  opened  in  specially  sound- 
proofed premises  at  Lister  House.  This  clinic  provides  a much  needed  service  and 
referrals  come  from  general  practitioners  and  the  school  health  service  not  only  in  Harlow 
but  also  in  the  neighbouring  division. 
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On  the  environmental  health  side,  efforts  continued  to  improve  still  further  the 
standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  various  catering  and  food  producing  establishments  in 
the  town.  Because  the  sanitary  conditions  in  Harlow  are  generally  good,  the  public  health 
inspectors  can  concentrate  on  certain  very  important  details  in  the  practice  of  food 
handling  and  storage  which  cannot  be  given  the  same  attention  by  public  health  depart- 
ments of  other  local  authorities. 

Although  food  hygiene  was  given  a prominent  place  in  the  daily  routine  work  of  the 
public  health  inspectors,  a wide  variety  of  other  duties  were  also  performed  as  may  be 
seen  from  the  statistical  information.  In  particular  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in 
investigating  complaints  relating  to  condensation  and  water  penetration  in  some  types  of 
dwellings  in  the  town. 

In  conclusion  I feel  that  the  work  carried  out  by  my  department  has  achieved  very 
satisfactory  results  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff  who,  each  in  his  or 
her  own  sphere,  contributed  to  this  success.
